Possible Devaluation 
Plunges Dollar to New 
Lows in Europe, Japan 
Dollar Dip Bigger 
Bark Than Bite

NEW YORK (AP) - Deva- 


luation of the dollar would have 
a bigger bark than bite as far 
as the average American is 
concerned. 


The question of devaluing the 


dollar—reducing its value in re- 
lation to other currencies—was 
a vital subject this week at a 
meeting in Rome of top finance 
officials of the 10 richest non- 
Communist nations. 


The meeting of the Group of 


Ten ended Wednesday with re- 
ported progress but no agree- 
ment on means of solving the 
international monetary crisis. 
Another meeting was set for 
Dec. 17-18 in Washington. 


The United States has been 


resisting 
demands 
of 
other 


countries for devaluation of the 
dollar. Those countries want an 
unstated increase in the Ameri- 
can 
price 
of 
gold—$35 
an 


ounce—to decrease the value of 
the dollar. 


The free market price of gold 


is $43 an ounce. Even if the 
United States raised its dollar 
price to that amount, more 
than European nations are be- 
lieved to be asking, the only di- 
rect 
effect 
in this country 


would be a possible reopening 


of previously unprofitable gold 
mines. 


Devaluation in terms of gold, 


however, could ease the way 
for an upward 
revaluation 
of 


foreign currencies. And even if 
dollar devaluation in terms of 
foreign 
currencies 
were 
to 


come out of the Group of Ten 
negotiations, economists say it 
wouldn't hit the pocketbooks of 
individuals in this country to 
any appreciable extent. 


"So far as the individual is 


concerned, this whole question 
so hotly debated 
in Rome 


couldn't matter less," said an 
economist for a major New 
York bank. 


This would be the case, how- 


ever, only if the individual con- 
fined his purchases to Ameri- 
can goods and spent his vaca- 
tions in the United States. 


"In the long run," the bank 


economist said, 
"devaluation 


would produce more jobs in the 
United States and make U.S. 
goods 
more 
competitive 


abroad, especially 
with the 


goods produced by West Ger- 
many and Japan." 


Tliis would result because 


U.S. goods exported to other 
countries would be priced low- 
er, therefore would be easier to 
sell.

The headquarters reported 78 


U.S. troops wounded last week, 
a steep increase over the four 
reported the week before. It 
said there were seven deaths 
from accidents and illness last 
week, about half the deaths 
from nonhostile causes the pre- 
vious week. This did not in- 
clude 33 Americans missing 
since Sunday in a helicopter 
that disappeared near Da Nang 
in bad weather. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported 439 government 
troops killed and 646 wounded 
last week, well above the pre- 
vious week's 276 killed and 514 
wounded. The allied commands 
claimed 1,331 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed last week, 
compared with 1,024 a week 
earlier.

Nixon Promises to 
Give Aged Attention

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon promised today to 
give "close personal considera- 
tion" to the recommendations 
of a White House Conference on 
Aging and to seek legislation to 
ease the burden of property 
taxes, to improve pension plans 
and to promote job programs 
for older citizens. 


Making a personal appear- 


ance, along with his wife, Pat, 
at the windup of the week-long 
conference Nixon said 
there 


must be a "new national atti- 
tude toward aging" to end a 
"throwaway psychology" and 
"re-open the doors of opportun- 
ity which have too often been 
closing on older men and wom- 
en." 


In a speech, the President ex- 


pressed the need for passage of 
his 
family 
assistance 
plan, 


which he said would deal with 
the problem of inadequate in- 
come for the older Americans 
by putting a national floor un- 
der their income and making 
Social 
Security 
benefits in- 


flation-proof "for the first time 
in our history." 


He also said he wants to im- 


prove programs for the aging 
by increasing the present budg- 
et for them by nearly five-fold 
"to the $100-million level." 


Nixon said he was asking the 


conference chairman, Dr. Ar- 
thur Flemming, to stay on dur- 
ing the conference follow-up pe- 
riod and be his special consult- 
ant on aging. 


Nixon said he has proposed a 


program to improve the na- 
tion's nursing homes and he re- 
iterated "we will not hesitate to 
cut off funds from homes which 
are hopelessly substandard." 


He said he wants to give spe- 


cial emphasis to services that 
will help people live "decent 
and dignified lives in their own 
homes." He said these include 
services such as home-health 
aides, home and nutrition serv- 
ices, home-delivered meals and 
transportation 
assistance. He 


said much of this new money 
would be used to help marshal 
existing and expanded 
re- 


sources more effectively at the 
local level. 


The 
3,500 delegates 
from 


throughout the country agreed 
almost unanimously, differing 
only in the amount, on the need 
for a minimum guaranteed an- 
nual income for old people. 


"Direct action to increase the 


income of the elderly is urgent 
and imperative," said the in- 
come committee in urging a 
minimum of $4,500 a year for a 
retired couple and 75 per cent 
of that amount for an aged 
single person. 


The goal, said the panel, is 


an "American standard of liv- 
ing" for those over 65, one out 
of four whom live in poverty 
compared with one out of nine 
for the rest of the population.

He told the 3,000 4-H dele- 


gates the "generational walls"

Ba- 
ray has been the forward head- 
quarters of the Tchenla 2 oper- 
ation on the northeast front and 
the town was defended by the 1st 
Brigade Group, considered one 
of the army's best fighting units.

Intelligence officers said the 


enemy division had been heavi- 
ly reinformed for the battle, 
which erupted Wednesday at 
Baray and Kompong Thmar 
after several days of increased 
enemy activity.

Popcorn Makes 
A Fine Snack

Dear Dr. Lamb — Our 


family often s u b s t i t u t e s 
popcorn for a meal, especial- 
ly instead of Sunday supper 
and sometimes during the 
week. too. 


For three adults, we use 


one generous cup of 
un- 


poppcd corn, prepared by 
popping in three tablespoons 
of 
shortening 
(which 
is 


marked "high in polyunsat- 
urates"). This, when pre- 
pared, 
yields 
about 
two 


quarts per person. No butter 
is added as the oil and salt 
used in popping give it a suf- 
ficiently good flavor. 


Your comment, good or 


bad, on this practice, would 
be appreciated. 


Dear Reader — Thumbs 


up for popcorn, ;/ you are 
careful what you pop it in 
and what you put on it. About 
11 per cent of the calories 
in plain popcorn are from 
vegetable fat and over half 
of these arc the polyunsat- 
urated type. It is, then, a 
very low-fat food and what 
fat' it contains is probably 
beneficial, since the usual 
American diet contains lim- 
ited amounts of polyunsatu- 
rated fat. 


I would recommend pop- 


ping it in a small amount of 
cooking oil. Of these, saf- 
flower oil contains the least 
amount of saturated fat and 
the largest percentage of 
polyunsaturated fat. Corn oil 
is about second on the list. 
Then leave it plain, seasoned 
with salt.

Fred J., who was effecting a 
tax saving of $75 a year, you 
said that over a 
10-year 


period his savings should be 
"accumulated"—making the 
total not $750, but $943. How 
come you give him the extra 
$193? Are you Santa Claus? 


Mrs. R. T. V. 


A—No, actually I'm very 


tight-fisted. It wasn't a gift. 


When you're calculating 


you're going to come out in a 
financial 
transaction, 
you 


often have to take into ac- 
count the "future value" of 
a dollar. 


For example, you are mak- 


ing an installment sale of a 
piece of real estate. After 
the down payment, the bal- 
ance due you is $15,000 to be 
made as annual payments 
with 6 per cent interest on 
the unpaid balance. Would 
you come out better with the 
payments spread over five 
years, or eight? Or does it 
make any difference? 


Yes, it can make quite a 


bit of difference. The answer 
depends on what use you 
expect to make of the money 
received in each payment. If 
you know how to invest this 
money at a 7 per cent re- 
turn, you'll want your $15,- 
000 as quickly as possible. 
But if you're simply going to 
put it in a savings account, 
at 5 per cent compounded 
quarterly, you'd have rough- 
ly $2,000 more in the account, 
at the end of eight years, if 
you elected to spread the 
payments over the longer 
period of time. 


The 
principle 
involved 


here is the assumption that 
if you receive m o n e y you 
aren't going to just stuff it 
in the mattress, but take ad- 
vantage 
of the 
fact that 


money is a commodity that 
you can "rent out," being 
paid either interest or a re-

snack than most items. For 
calorie control or fat intake 
control, it is far superior to 
potato chips, crackers im- 
pregnated with cheese or fat 
or similar snack items. For 
calorie restriction, it is su- 
perior to any nuts used as 
snacks. The vegetable oil of 
cereals, like popcorn, are an 
important source of Vitamin 
E. So thumbs up for popcorn 
and let's hope it replaces a 
lot of other goodies that are 
not so good for the health. 


Popcorn, along with tur- 


keys, belongs to the tradi- 
tion of Thanksgiving. The 
Indians brought the popcorn 
to the feast and amazed the 
colonists by popping it. In 
rural areas a bowl of pop- 
corn by the fireplace was a 
winter night tradition. Not 
too long ago, the family sat 
by the fire, ate apples and 
popcorn 
while reading — 


there were few places with 
radios and none with TV — 
but we didn't have as many 
of a lot of things then that 
we have now — including too 
many fat snacks and an epi- 
demic of heart and vascular 
disease.

This doesn't a p p l y , of 


course, to income that has to 
be used for living expenses; 
we're dealing with money 
used as "counters" in fi- 
nancial 
transactions. It's 


possible that the .$75 a year 
tax savings 
of our hypo- 


thetical Fred J. would have 
been mingled with the fam- 
ily funds and spent. But in 
making a financial decision 
—weighing the advantage of 
savings realized now, versus 
a tax liability at some time 
in the future—you have to 
ask what the benefit is of 
having $75 in hand now, in 
terms of its future value at 
the end of the 10-year period. 


First, there has to be an 


assumption about what use 
Fred 
will 
make 
of 
the 


money. The earlier column 
assumed he'd earn 5 per 
cent interest. You then "ac- 
cumulate" $75 at 5 per cent 
for the number of years in- 
volved: At the end of the 
lirst year Fred has $78.75, at 
the end of the second year 
$161.44, etc. 


You can do this the hard 


way, with paper and pencil, 
or use a compound interest 
table that shows the results 
oi an "accumulation of 1 per 
period," 
sometimes 
called 


"periodic deposits." Such a 
table shows that Fred's year- 
end savings of $75 would ac- 
cumulate, in 10 years, to 
$943.34. 


It's that figure—not sim- 


ply 
$750—that has to be 


weighed against his tax lia- 
bility at the end of 10 years. 
Along with, of course, his 
interim taxes on the $193 of 
earned interest.

His face, right arm and right 


leg were burned from a flash 
fire in the cockpit of his light

The 25-year-old pilot from 


livingston, Calif., was on a low 
bombing pass near Kompong 
Thorn. Suddenly his twin-engine 
jet shook. 


"You're on fire!" his wing- 


man radioed. As the flames 
reached the cockpit, Moore 
parachuted into the North Viet- 
namese lines. 


The wingman radioed a com- 


mend plane in the area, and 
within minutes rescue aircraft 
were on the way from Bien 
Hoa, Moore's base in South 
Vietnam. 


Two Jolly Green Giant heli- 


copters swopped down for the 
pickup, but heavy ground fire 
forced them back. Their escort- 
ing 
fighter-bombers 
began 


pounding the enemy guns. 


The Cambodian ground forces 
mew Moore's approximate lo- 
cation, having been alerted by 
radio by the American rescue 
team.

On a second attempt, a Jolly 


Green Giant commanded by an- 
other California, Capt. Stephen 
Tyler of Los Angeles, picked 
Moore up and flew him back to 
Hen Hoa.

ROME (AP) — Finance min- 


isters from the non-Communist 
world's richest nations, 
the 


Group of Ten, achieved a ma- 
jor breakthrough here toward 
resolving the international mon- 
etary crisis, delegation sources 
reported today. 


For the first time in the 3^ 


months of deadlock, the United 
States showed it is prepared to 
consider devaluing the dollar. 


The three-day 
conference, 


which ended Wednesday night, 
agreed to continue the dis- 
cussions in Washington Dec. 17- 
18. But the real significance of 
the Rome meeting, by most of- 
ficial accounts, was a major 
shift in the U.S. negotiating 
stand. As a result, the shoe is 
now on the other foot. 


Before the Rome meeting, 


America's major trading part- 
ners were putting all the pres- 
sure on the United States to say 
what it would contribute to a 
settlement package. The Eu- 
ropeans and the Japanese de- 
manded a dollar 
devaluation 


against gold as part of a gener- 
al currency realignment. 


The Americans 
turned the 


question around here. They 
asked the others what they 
would do if the United States 
did devalue the dollar. How far 
would they revalue their cur- 
rencies upward and what trade 
restrictions would they remove 
in return? The same questions 
will be on the table in Washing- 
ton. 


All the discussions were hy- 


pothetical. No one made any 
commitments. But for the first 
time, specific 
figures 
were 


thrown out to test reactions. 
The possibility, and only the 
possibility, of a dollar devalua- 
tion was raised. 


U.S. Treasury Secretary John 


B. Connally dramatized 
the 


shift in American bargaining 
tactics during these probings. 


At one point, 
authoritative 


sources said, he asked the oth- 
ers what they would do if the 
United States devalued the dol- 
lar 10 per cent. The reaction 
was stunned silence. The meet- 
ing broke up for an hour and 40

Throughout the impasse Con- 


nally had been the symbol of 
an absolute American refusal 
to consider devaluing the dollar 
by raising the official price of 
gold, now $35 an ounce. 


Connally's mention of a 10

If 
cake dries, sprinkle with more 
sherry. 


Note: Instead'of just greas-'' 


ing and flouring the baking pans 
you can line the bottoms with 
wax paper and grease and flour 
the paper. This insures cakes 
turning out of pans without 
sticking.

"I think most of the state's 


needs have been taken care of," 
Brandon said. "The 1971 legis- 
lature has done a better job of 
solving the needs than any pre- 
vious session I served in." 


He said the General Assem- 


bly also gave Bumpers basical- 
ly enough authority to handle 
"intermediate problems" that 


minht crop up before the 
regular session. 


Bumpers has said he 


not hestitate to call a special 
session if the need arose, and 
reporters have been unable to 
pin him down on whether he has 
perceived such need yet. 


He has said his office is build- 


ing a file of items that couid be 
included in the session, if he 
called one, but that some prob- 
lem areas that might need leg- 
islative attention could wait un- 
til 1973. He said his office was 
checking on three or four <jther 
problems to see if they also 
could wait. 


But Bumpers conceded m an 


interview that it would be • very 
difficult" to avoid a special ses- 
sion if the courts reject a new 
state Democratic party rule 
governing the selection of dele- 
gates to next year's Democrat- 
ic National Convention. The rule 
calls for no runoff in delegate 
races where no candidate re- 
ceives a majority vote. Some

U.S. Supports 
Conference to 
Unify Europe 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Sec- 


retary of State WUliam P. Ro- 
gers has signaled U.S. support 
for a European security confer- 
ence that would move toward 
cutting down the long-standing 
divisions between East and 
West Europe. 


U.S. strategists long have 


been cool to repeated Kremlin 
calls for a general European 
security 
parley, 
partly 
on 


grounds that Moscow mainly 
wants to ratify the Commu- 
nists' post-World War il hold on 
East Europe. 


In the most specific public 


U.S. response on the European 
conference proposal to date, 
Rogers 
told 
an 
Overseas 


Writers Club dinner Wednesday 
night: 


"We would firmly oppose any 


attempt to use it to perpetuate 
the political and social division 
of Europe. 


"We would see a conference 


... as a step on the long road 
to a new situation—a situation 
in which the causes of tension 
arc fewer, contacts are greater, 
and the continent could once 
more be thought of as Europe 
rather than as two parts." 


And the United States, he 


said, is prepared to support a 
special NATO deputy foreign 
ministers' meeting to consider 
concrete preparations next year 
for a European conference if, 
as expected, the new Berlin ac- 
cess agreement goes into ef- 
fect. 


Rogers leaves Saturday for 


an annual NATO ministerial 
meeting in Brussels where the 
allies will talk about bow to 
proceed on the Europe* confer- 
ence question and on possible 
East-West negotiations for mu- 
tual force reductions.
